HISTORICAL AND GENEALOGICAL NOTES. 

Boyd, David, of the Parish of St. Stephens, Northumberland 
county, made his will May 7, 1781. It was proved December 10, 
1781. It conveys a large estate. Legatees named: daughter, 
Margaret Smith, deceased; grandson, Augustine Jaqueline Smith; 
David McCulloch, son of John McCulloch, of Torhouse, and Mary 
his wife, "my youngest sister," both living in shire of Wigton,. 
North Britain; James McCulloch, son of John McCulloch and 
Agnes his wife, another sister, late of the Isle of Man; grand- 
daughter, Mary Jaqueline Smith. Names as executors: Col. John 
Smith, of Frederick county; Rev. Mr. Thomas Smith, of Westmore- 
land; Richard Mitchell, of Lancaster; Capt. David Bell and Mr. 
Onesephilus Harvey, of Northumberland ; Mr. John Sydnor, Capt. 
William Ball, Mr. William Miskell, Maj. Charles McCarty, of Rich- 
mond county, and William Taylor, gent., of Northumberland 
county. Desires a real plain chariot, with sets of harness, be pur- 
chased for bis wife and grandchildren; granddaughter Mary to- 
be genteelly educated, " and if no better way can be fallen on, that 
a woman that is genteel and well qualified be provided and live in 
the family for that purpose," his grandson to be sent to one of the 
colleges in Aberdeen, thence to Edinburgh for his medical studies,, 
thence to London, Leyden and Paris, " in a medical way before he 
leaves Europe." Desires his grandson " to carry his bones, and 
those of his mother and his uncle, Alexander Boyd, to Scotland, 
and to bury them by my father and mother in the churchyard of 
the town of Wigton." — Chancery Papers in Williamsburg. 

Boyd, Spencer, came from the county of Ayr, Scotland, to King 
and Queen county, Virginia, where he was partner in merchan- 
dizing with Thomas Brown. His will bears date December 7 r 
1778, and it was proved May 10, 1779. Issue by first wife: 1, 

James; and by second wife, Lucy , 2, Spencer; 3, Robert ; 

4, William;' 5, Julia; and 6, "the child my wife now goes with." 
Under entail his Pinkill estate, in Ayr, descended to his eldest son, 
James, who, dying without heirs, it came to his son, Spencer Boyd, 
Jr., who returned to Scotland and there died before 1809, leaving 
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an infant son whose guardian was James Thompson. — Chancery 
Papers in Williamsburg. 

Duband. — On the record of a grant by Sir William Berkeley to 
William Durand, the nonconforming minister, dated November 4, 
1642, is endorsed, " This is void, the said Durand being a banished 
man, and soe incapable of Holding any land in this colony, and is 
granted to Capt. William Brocas." — Land Office Books. 

Fort Boyal, alias Bickahock, with 350 acres (on Pamunkey 
Biver, in King William county), granted to Mainwaring Hammond, 
Esq., March 15, 1649, by purchase from Capt. Boger Marshall, to 
whom it was granted 14th of March instant, on condition of keep- 
ing ten men there three years, which he performed. In 1644-45 
three forts were ordered to be erected : one at Pamunkey, to be called 
Port Boyal ; another at the falls of James Biver, to be called Fort 
Charles, and the third, on the ridge of the Chickahominy, to be 
called Fort James. In 1645-46 a fort was authorized at the falls- 
of the Appomattox Biver, to be called Fort Henry. In October, 
1646, the General Assembly gave these forts and adjoining tracts 
of land to various prominent settlers on condition of their main- 
taining at their own expense the proper forces, viz. : Fort Boyal to 
Capt. Boger Marshall, Fort Charles to Capt. Thomas Harris, Fort 
James to Lieut. Thomas Bolfe, and Fort Henry to Capt. Abraham 
Wood. — Sening's Statutes, Volume I. 

McMillan, William, was born at Abingdon, Va, and was a stu- 
dent at William and Mary College in 1775. He was son of a 
Scotch Presbyterian minister. In 1799 he was elected to the ter- 
ritorial legislature of Ohio, and after the resignation of General 
Harrison waB chosen territorial delegate. He was, until his death, 
the most prominent lawyer and citizen of Cincinnati, Ohio. He 
died at forty-four years of age. 

Coke. — Hon. Bichard Coke, late] United States Senator from 
Texas, was descended from Sir Francis Coke. Thus, Bichard Coke 
married Mary Sacheverell. Issue: 1, Sir Francis* ; 2, Sir John' 
Coke; 3, George, 3 Bishop of Hereford. Sns Francis s Coke married, 
first, Frances Holies : second, Elizabeth Curzon. Issue by first mar- 
riage: William* Coke, who married, first, Maud Beresford; sec- 
ond, Dorothy Sanders. Issue by first marriage : Bichard * Coke, 
of Trusley, in Derbyshire ; married Catherine Charlton, daughter 
of Bobert Charlton, of Whitton, County Salop. Issue : Bichard * 
Coke (born November 9, 1664; died October, 1730.) Married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Bobie, of Donnington, County Lei- 
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cester. Issue: John 6 Coke, third son, born April 6, 1704, emi- 
grated to Virginia in 1724, died 1767, married Sarah Hoge. Is- 
sue: Samuel 7 Coke, M. D. (died February 7, 1773); married 
Judith Brown, daughter of Dr. John Brown, of Williamsburg, 
and Judith, his wife (probably Judith Armistead). Issue: John 8 
Coke (born February 24, 1762), married in 1797 Rebecca Law- 
son, widow of Col. James Shields (whose sister, Ann, married Rob- 
ert Armistead, and had an only daughter, Mary Marot, who mar- 
ried Governor John Tyler). Issue of John 8 Coke and Rebecca, his 
wife: John, 9 who married Elizabeth Hankins, daughter of Archer 
Hankins and Alice Brown. (See Brown Pedigree, Quarterly, Vol. 
VI., p. 119.) Issue: 1, John Archer 10 Coke, M. D.; 2, W. W. 
Coke; 3, Richard 10 Coke, Senator United States; 4, George 10 Han- 
kins; 5, Alexander, 10 lawyer of Richmond; 6, Lucius Cary 10 ; 7, 
Octavius, 10 late Attorney-General of North Carolina; 8, John 
Archer, 10 attorney in Richmond; 9, Mary Emily 10 ; 10, Alice Re- 
becca 10 . This statement is made from "Coke of Trusley, in the 
county of Derby," compiled by Major John Talbot Coke, of York, 
England, printed 1880; York County, Virginia, Records; Bruton 
Parish Register, etc. 

John 6 Coke, who settled in Williamsburg in 1724, is identified 
by his letters and receipts for legacies, preserved by the English 
branch. There is a deed, recorded May 21, 1744, from John Coke, 
of Williamsburg, goldsmith, and Sarah, his wife, to Matthew 
Moody, of Queen Mary's Port, inn-keeper there. His will, proved 
November 16, 1767, names his two sons, Samuel and Robie Coke, 
and wife Sarah. He owned a plantation on the main road leading 
from Williamsburg down to the Capitol Landing and five lots, or 
half-acres of ground, whereon he lived, facing the capitol and join- 
ing the public jail, and the main road leading to the Capitol Land- 
ing. His personal estate was valued at £772, 18s. Id. Samuel 
Coke married Judith Brown (born May 26, 1746), daughter of 
John Brown, M. D. (will proved in Norfolk county), and Judith, 
his wife (probably Judith Armistead, as she had a daughter Sally 
Armistead). Richard Coke, M. C, whose tombstone is at Abing- 
don, Gloucester county, Va., was an uncle of Richard Coke, Sena- 
tor United States. Bruton Register has births: Richard, son of 
John and Sarah Coke, born August 3, 1739-40. Roby, son of 
John and Sarah Coke, born October 23, 1745. In Abingdon 
Parish Register occurs: Sarah, the daughter of George Hogg, who 
was baptized April y e 27 lh , 1718. [Hogg was afterwards written 
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Hoge.] It is probable that John Timson (died 1742) married 
George Hoge's widow, and that her name was Sarah. (See Quar- 
teelt, Vol. V., p. 3.) 

Power. — (Quarterly, Vol. I., pp. 55, 144, 210.) The old pedigree 
of the Powers, on page 210, Vol. L, is certainly authentic. The ac- 
count of the family in Virginia may be thus recast. Dr. Henry ' 
Power married Mary, daughter of Eev. Edward Foliott, of Hamp- 
ton parish. His will was proved September 26, 1692. He had is- 
sue : 1, Elizabeth, 2 who married Col. Cole Digges, Esq. ; 2, Major 
Henry, 2 of James City county, who died in December, 1739, leav- 
ing (1), Molly, 3 who in 1739 married Thomas Hall ; (2), Susannah, 3 
who married Lawrence Taliaferro ; (3), prob. Henry,' executor of 
his will in 1740. (York County Kecords) ; 3, John, 2 who had issue : 
(1), Edward, 3 mentioned in the will of Kev. Arthur Tillyard 
(1712), but not mentioned in father's will; (2), Poliott 3 ; (3), 
John 3 ; (4), Eebecca 3 (the last three mentioned in father's will, 
proved in York county, May 16, 1720). The will makes " Brother 
Henry Power and Mr. Cole Digges, executors." John 3 Power, son 
of John 2 Power, married Alice Browne, of New Kent, daughter of 
Wm. Browne and Alice Eaton, and had issue: (1), Edward 4 ; (2), 
John," who had Henry 6 ; (3), Letitia, 4 who married Balph Graves, 
and had a daughter, Letitia, who married Jno. M. Gregory, father of 
Judge Jno. M. Gregory, lately deceased. Edward 4 Power married 
Elizabeth Ann Archer Barber, one of the three daughters of James 
Barber, deceased, and had issue: John, 6 who in 1786 married 
Frances Bryan. (Father and son are reversed in bond given on 
page 55, Vol. I.) They had issue: Dr. Frederick Bryan 6 Power, 
who married Lucy, daughter of Col. Wm. E. Browne, of Surry. 
(Browne's will proved May 24, 1819.) Issue: Dr. Bo. H. 7 Power, 
of York county, born in 1824; student at William and Mary in 
1841-42. Frances (Bryan) Power was daughter of Frederick 
Bryan and Barbara, his wife, and was born in 1765. (Bruton 
Parish Begister.) Frederick Bryan, brother of Frances, was ap- 
prenticed to Dr. John M. Gait in 1778. His will was proved in 
1789, and names his nephew John Power, "son of my sister Fran- 
ces." (York County Becords.) It appears from the family state- 
ment that Edward 4 Power married twice. By first marriage with 
Elizabeth Ann Archer Barber, he had: (1), John, 6 who married 
Frances Bryan; (2), Lucy Frances, who married John Bryan. 
By his second marriage, which was with a Miss Washington, of 
Surry county, he had: (3), Henry, never married; (4), Stephen, 
9 
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never married ; (5), Letitia, married, first, Mr. Pate, no issue ; sec- 
ond, John Hankins, and had six children: (6), Caroline, who 
married Franklin Pierce, and had five children. John 6 Power 
and Frances Bryan had issue, three sons and two daughters : (1), 
John, who married Sally Lee, and was killed at Hampton, in war 
of 1812; (2), William B., who married Eliza Semple, and had 
James, John, Robert, and Harry ; (3), Frederick B., who married 
Lucy Browne, and was father of Dr. Ro. H. Power, of York county. 
He had, besides Dr. Power, Frederick, Fannie, and Laura; (4), Anne, 
married Allan Chapman ; (5), Eliza, married Veil. (See chan- 
cery suit in confirmation, Power et at. v. Jackson, 1814.) 

Bootes. — The Virginia Magazine of History and Biography, 
Vol. TV., p. 208, says that Thomas Reade Rootes married Mary, 
daughter of John Smith, Esq., on February 8, 1768. This date is 
an error. The marriage bond is dated February 8, 1763. She 
married, secondly, Rev. Thomas Smith, December 7, 1765. She 
had issue by both marriages. (See Virginia Magazine, Vol. IV., 
p. 209 ; William and Mary Quarterly, Vol. IV., p. 102.) In like 
manner, the statement that Thomas Reade Rootes was born Feb- 
ruary 23, 1763, should doubtless read, February 23, 1765. 

Thruston.— (Quarterly IV, 23, 116, 180; V., 44; VI., 13-19). 
Charles Mynn Thruston (son of Judge Buckner Thruston) born 
February 22, 1798, in Lexington, Kentucky, married Juliana 
Hughes (born in Baltimore, Md., December 21, 1798, daughter of 
Christopher Hughes) on September 5, 1820. Issue: 1, George 
Armistead, born in Baltimore, May 31, 1821, lawyer, died May 3, 
1874; 2, Margaret Hughes, born in Baltimore, Md., October 24, 
1822, died September 20, 1826; 3, Charles Buckner, born in Wash- 
ington, D. C, January 18, 1826, died December 6, 1868 ; 4, William 
Sidney, born at Fort Trumbull, Conn., February 11, 1828, died 
June 14, 1868; 5, May Jeanetfc, born at Fort Trumbull, Conn., 
married Charles Pratt Manning, still surviving, lives in Baltimore, 
Md. ; 6, Samuel Moore, born at Fort Trumbull, June 16, 1832, 
died at Fort Monroe ; 7, Julian Hughes, born Fort Monroe, Va., 
December 4, 1834, died at Cumberland, Md., April 29, 1853; 8, 
Henry Scott, born at Cumberland, Md., October 27, 1837, died 
June 10, 1868. 

Miss Sue H. Thruston, of Cumberland, Md., to whom I owe 
these family data, is a daughter of George Armistead Thruston and 
Elizabeth Morton Tidball, of Winchester, Va., who were married 
March 7, 1850. 
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Mrs. Rosalie Thruston McDermont, who married Horace McDer- 
mont (died July 10, 1897, at Oxford, Ohio), son of Dr. Clarke 
McDermont and Eliza Winters, was daughter of Charles B. Thrus- 
ton, who married Rosalie Garnett, of Washington, D. O, on Decem- 
ber 10, 1857. Charles B. Thruston was admitted to the bar in 
1847, member of legislature in 1857, etc. Gen. Charles M. Thrus- 
ton, his father, died in Cumberland, Md., February 1873 ; gradu- 
ated TJ. S. Military Academy, 1814, assigned second-lieutenant 
artillery, served as engineer in war of 1812 at New York harbor, 
after war served at Fort McHenry in 1818, adjutant artillery corps 
1821, first-lieutenant third artillery 1821, promoted captain of third 
artillery and stationed at Fort Trumbull, New London, Conn., 1827- 
1833, and at Fort Monroe 1835, in Florida war, 1836, as active 
adjutant-general, resigned August 31, 1836, served during the war 
of the States, 1861-'65, as brigadier-general TJ. S. V., from Sep- 
tember 7, 1861, to April 17, 1862. Came to Cumberland in 1837, 
died there February 18, 1873.

BOOK REVIEWS. 



The Speed Family. By TJiomas Speed, Louisville, Ky. 

This book contains the history of the Speed family during the entire 
period it has been in America — a period of two hundred years. The family 
traces from John Speed, the English historian, who was born in 1552, and 
whose great-grandson, James, came to Virginia. This is an interesting beginning, 
and it is to be regretted that the author has not told us. his authority for the 
statement. Is it authentic history, or mere tradition ? Among the more pro- 
minent members of the family may be mentioned John M. Speed, a promi- 
nent lawyer of Lynchburg, who died in I860 ; James S. Speed, mayor of 
Louisville in 1854 : Major Philip Speed, Hon. James Speed, attorney-general 
in Lincoln's Cabinet ; Judge John Speed, of Louisville, etc. The book is very 
neatly and tastefully arranged.
